In South Carolina, where
lie Joined the chinch, IiIh homo was
nlwnyn (lie home mid headquarters
for Hie niiliTH KIlBlin IVok, Sr., ul

at the llolln home when on IiIh
mission. Ho many times guarded the
Killers from mobbing. Ho wns a
faithful Latter Day Saint. After com-
ing to Utah, at Highland ho wns both
Superintendent of Sunday Schools
and President of the branch. In lllggs,
Cat., he was Superintendent of the
Sunday School.
